Salem voters will be asked to paaa upon a special 
issue at the polls Tuesday hi the form of a 150 000 
bond issue for the construction of a new city hall 
building 
Although much has been said and writien on the 
proposal, a few important factors still are not under­ 
stood definitely, apparently. 
Proponents and opponents of the project have dis­ 
cussed their views on 
location, design and other 
phases. The fact is. little more than that can be 
done 
When the voters cast ballots on the bond issue 
Tuesday, they will do Just exactly one thing: They 
will decide whether they 
favor or oppose a new city 
hall building. 
No architect has been employed; no definite plan.; 
and specifications have been accepted; no location 
has been determined. 
The law will not permit any of these things to be 
done until voters determine, first, whether they want 
a new city hall to take the place of the present struc­ 
ture, condemned by the state fire marshal as a fire 
hasard. If the bond Issue Is approved, thrn a non­ 
partisan commission of Salem citizens will be se­ 
lected to administer the project. The decisions will 
be in their hands and they will be responsible to the 
people of Salem. 
Then opportunity should be afforded for ironing 
out location and other problems.
